Supplements 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller released 
a list containing 13 names of 
persons on the state payroll 
whose salaries he said he had 
supplemented 
by 
more than 


$1,000 a year. 


The list did not say how 


much each was receiving. 


Included on the list were 


three persons who had been on 
his personal payroll prior to his 
election in 1966 and two others 
who worked with the state Re- 
publican party before going on 
the state payroll. 


Those who worked for the 


governor before his election 
were Marion Burton, now his 
executive secretary; RaysCoop- 
er, an aide; and Ann Schneider 
the governor's receptionist. 


The former GOP employes 


were Erwin Barger, an aide, 
and Bob Scott, Rockefeller's 
aide for prison affairs. 


Other state personnel whose 


salaries the governor said he 
was supplementing were Clar- 
ence E. "Mike" Frost, director 
of the state Administration De- 
partment, and Harold C. Ben- 
nett, director of the depart- 
ment's personnel division. 


Fost's salary of $18,000 is 


fixed by the legislature. Ben- 
nett's salary, also set by the 
legislature, is $14,000.

In the face of mounting Sen- 


ate and public criticism, the ad- 
ministration halted work on de- 
ployment several weeks ago and 
ordered a review of the pro- 
gram. 


Nixon's brief comments In an- 


swer to a question Indicated the 
review may be Complete and 
ready for scrutiny by the Na- 
tional Security Council at a 
meeting today. 


The President gave no hint to 


his thinking on the subject. 


But numerous recent com- 


ments by Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird have led to 
speculation that the administra- 
tion would decide to go ahead 
with deployment, probably on a 
somewhat altered scale.

Democratic leader, sketched for 
the first time in an interview 
the opponents' battle plan. He 
said an effort will be made to 
write into a supplemental mon- 
ey bill a ban against the use of 
further funds for the proposed 
"thin" system.

tricks and North's three-dia- 
mond response showed at 
least IVfe honor tricks and a 
five-card suit. South's jump 
to six no-trump was a mild 
overbid but he had one ace 
and one jack above the mini- 
mum strength his opening 
bid of two had guaranteed. 
North's seven no-trump call 
•was baSed On his queen of 
spades that was not only an 
extra value, but most impor- 
tant in view of the two-spade 
opening bid." 


It is interesting to note 


that if North's side king had 
been in clubs i n s t e a d of 
hearts, the grand slam would 
depend on a heart finesse. 
Undoubtedly, some modern 
experts will have specialized 
ways of finding that out but 
we feel that this 1929 bidding 
was not only successful, but 
mighty good for any day.

COLLEGE PARK, Md. (AP) 


— University of Maryland offi- 
cials were expected to take a 
stand today in the growing con- 
troversy between Coach Bob 
Ward and the Terp football 
players who seek his ouster. 


Jim Kehoe, cast in the role of 


mediator in a tense struggle 
even before he officially takes 
over as athletic director, called 
a news conference for lla.m. 


The meeting was announced 


Tuesday night after Ward failed 
to show up as scheduled before 
about 125 football players to an- 
swer a list of grievances voiced 
by squad members in a closed 
meeting Monday. 


Kehoe said Ward revealed his 


decision 
about 
five 
minutes 


prior to the hour set for the 
meeting, claiming he had insuf- 
ficient time to prepare his re- 
buttal, and then asked for a pri- 
vate conference with Kehoe. 


Ward, a tenacious battler as a 


185-pound Ail-American lineman 
at Maryland, was not expected 
to yield to student demands. 


On the other hand, the players 


—almost to a man—have an- 
nounced 
they 
would boycott 


spring football practice next 
month if Ward remains 
as 


coach. After two seasons in his 
first head coaching job, Ward 
shows a 2-17 record. 


The players have said little 


specifically about their griev- 
ances. But they contend a per- 
sonality conflict exists between 
Ward and the squad and that 
they have little faith in his 
coaching ability. 


Ward, whose No. 28 jersey is 


the only one ever retired by 
Maryland officials, has said he 
thinks the players resent his 
aggressive attitude. 


Kehoe, the long time Mary- 


land track coach who takes over 
as athletic director June 1 when 
Bill Cobey retires, is in a tight 
spot. 


He must decide how he is to 


establish authority in his new 
post. 


Even coaches outside the uni- 


versity have expressed fear that 
a capitulation to the players 
could result in similar demands 
in other sports at Maryland, or 
spread to other- campuses.

88 games, today was named the 
college basketball Coach of the 
Year for 1969 by The Associated 
Press. 


The 59»yearold Wooden thus 


regained the honor he lost last 
season to Guy Lewis of Houston 
after 
Houston had snapped 


UCLA's 47 • game w i n n i n g 
streak. 


The defeat did not keep UCLA 


from going to win the nation- 
al collegiate championship, a 
feat which the Wooden Wonders 
are expected to accomplish this 
season for an unprecedented 
third straight time as a grand 
climax to the Lew Alcindor era. 


Wooden, a native of Martins- 


ville, Ind. and a Purdue basket- 
ball star in the early 1930s, won 
by a wide margin over Lou Car- 
nesecca of St. John's of New 
York in the annual voting by 329 
sports writers and broadcasters. 
Wooden polled 113 votes to 37 
for Carnesecca. Harv Schmidt 
of Illinois was third with 30 fol- 
lowed by Adolph Rupp of Ken- 
tucky with 23 and Dean Smith of 
North Carolina with 22.

Dick Garibaldi of Santa Clara 
with 18, Ken Hayes of Tulsa 
with 16, Fred Taylor of 0 h i o 
State with nine, Frank McGuire 
of South Carolina with eight and 
Tom Gola of LaSalle with seven.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) « the 


Arkansas

on cigarettes by five cents per 
package.

The 
amended bill failed twice on 
Monday and once Tuesday be- 
fore it was finally approved 
75-21, with Speaker Hayes Mc-

needed for passage, 


The bill was then sent baftk 


to the senate for concurrence 
ift the House amendment. 


Rep. 
J. B. Smith of Marian* 


na, the key House opponent to 
a five^ent increase, failed in 
several attempts to reach a 
compromise for a four-eent in* 
crease. 


B e f o r e passage Tuesday, 


Smith predicted that the Senate 
would never pass a five-cent 
tax bill and that the House 
should go along with an amend* 
ment that would produce be* 
tween $6 million and $7 million 
a year, 


However, 
R e p . 
Marshall 


Chrisman of Hartford, spnosor 
of the Senate bill in the House, 
said the measure would lose 
more votes than it would gain

high seas, the Navy can't guar- 
antee there won't be more inci- 
dents such as North Korea's sei* 
zure of the USS Pueblo, accord- 
Ing to Adm. Thomas H. Moorer. 


The chief of naval operations 


told a special House subcommit- 
tee Tuesday that since the cap- 
ture of the Pueblo Jan. 23, 1968, 
he had ordered a re-examina- 
tion of all aspects of the sea- 
borne intelligence programs. 


Moorer, leadoffwitnessbefore 


the panel, said these measures 
resulting from the study in- 
volved improved protection, .bet- 
ter 
control and destruction 


methods for classified informa- 
tion and equipment, and tighter 
operational procedures. 


But when asked if he could 


give assurances there won't be 
repeats of the Pueblo incident, 
Moorer replied: 


"No sir," he replied. "I can't 


absolutely guarantee they will 
not occur. But we will take ev- 
ery possible precaution. We will 
make adequate provision with 
plans and forces to prevent such 
Incidents. 


"But I can't guarantee that an 


enemy force won't steam out 
onto the high seas and seize one 
of our ships,"hesaid. 


Moorer, due to return today 


for more questioning in closed 
session, was to be followed by 
Richard Helms, head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


In opening the hearing Tues- 


day Rep. Otis G. Pike, D-N.Y., 
chairman of the Special Armed 
Services Subcommittee, said the 
panel wanted to know who gen- 
erated the concept of such sin- 
gle, unprotected, intelligence- 
gathering ships as the Pueblo— 
and when and why. 


The subcommittee hearing, 


the first of an expected series of! 
congressional probes into the 
seizure of the Pueblo and 82 of 
her crew, started as a Navy 
board of Inquiry was nearing its 
end in Coronado, Calif. 


Moorer told the congressman 


the same thing he said before 
the Navy inquiry: 


"The Pueblo was operating. In

zure by the North Koreans was 
an act of piracy in direct viola- 
tion of international law."

Q—What is osteoarthritis? 
A—Ostconrthritis is a 


form of arthritis that is less 
crippling than rheumatoid 
arthritis. In some degree, it 
is present in everyone who is 
over 60. Advanced cases are 
characterized by p a i n f u l 
swelling of the joints, espe- 
cially the hips, knees, spine 
and fingers. It can't be pre- 
vented or cured but much 
can be done to relieve the 
symptoms and prevent seri- 
ous handicaps. 


^Q—What are the symp- 


toms of rheumatoid arthri- 
tis? Can anything be done 
to slow its progress? 


A—This usually b e g i n s 


with soreness and stiffness 
in the joints and increased 
fatigability. The joints are 
not only swollen and painful 
to move but also hot and 
painful to touch. Much can 
be done to slow the progress 
of the disease but this is not 
a simple matter of giving a 
prescription. The treatment 
of this disease requires a 
team approach involving a 
specialist in rheumatic dis- 
eases, an orthopedist, a phy- 
sical therapist and others. 


Q—I have rheumatoid ar- 


thritis. My doctor says I 
have spurs on my spine and 
that I must grin ana bear it 
without any medical help. 
What do you think? 


A—Bone spurs of the spine 


cause no pain unless they 
press on a nerve. When this 
occurs, heat may give some 
relief but will not cure the 
condition. Most surgeons ad-

will relieve the pressure and 
prevent any movement of 
the spine. The spine is fused 
in the best position for nor- 
mal living and crippling de- 
formity is t h e r e b y pre- 
vented. 


Q—I have recently had 


some trouble in the muscles 
of my right leg. My doctor 
says it is muscular rheuma- 
tism. What treatment would 
you recommend? 


A—Muscular rheumatism 


is a vague term that is often 
applied to . fibrositis;. Heat 
and pain killers may give 
some relief but are not as 
effective as they are against 
other rheumatic 
diseases. 


You may have to learn to 
disregard the discomfort of 
this noncrippling disease by 
busying yourself in worth- 
while projects.

Garbage Is 
Made Info 
Material 


By AKffllRO SATO 


TOKYO (AP) — 
Garbage 


may be garbage to other people, 
but to Kunitoshi Tezuka it's 
profitable junk. 


His firm, Tezuka Kozan, has 


developed a machine that com- 
presses garbage into rock-hard 
blocks that can be used for 
building foundations and road 
construction. 


Designed 
to cope with cthe 


snowballing volume of garbage 
in cities and industrial centers, 
the machine crunches worn-out 
bicycles, washing machines and 
refrigerators as well as potato 
peels and paper into solid blocks 
that take up one-fifth the origi- 
nal space. 


Two machines are in opera- 


tion in Japan—at the cities of 
Kofu and Yokosuka—and inter- 
est has been roused all over the 
world, although the machines 
are quite expensive. 


Liquids squeezed out are dis- 


posed of separately by chemical 
treatment. The inventor says 
the crushing destroys micro-or-

ganisms, eliminating odors. 


Tezuka said tests conducted 


by Kyoto University over a six- 
month period proved also that 
the blocks would not decom- 
pose, and he said, they do not 
shrink. 


Seven months ago the city of 


Kofu Installed one at a price of 
$555,555. Officials turned to the 
machine after local residents 
complained that another inci- 
nerator would simply add to the 
city's foul smell. 


Kofu's machine crunches out 


100 tons of blocks in an eight- 
hour day. Most of the blocks 
have been used to reclaim land, 
but Kofu citizens can get blocks 
free for the asking. There is 
also talk of using them for road- 
building. 


When used for land reclama- 


tion or building, the blocks are 
encased in steel, or sealed with 
asphalt. 


At the port city of Yokosuka, 


a private company installed a 
machine for operation on a com- 
mercial basis. Somewhat larger 
than the Kofu machine, this cost 
$830,000. 


Compressing 
garbage 
and 


waste into blocks for $5.50 to 
$8.33 a ton on a six-month con- 
tract basis, the company has as 
customers five industrial plants 
and the U.S. naval base at Yo- 
kosuka, which has 260 tons of 
garbage dally. 


The biggest problem is haul- 


ing the garbage to the process- 
ing plant. The company plans a 
cooperative shuttle with the city 
to bring garbage to the plant. 
The blocks would then be of- 
fered for land reclamation for 
housing 
projects 
along 
the 


coast.

Assassination 
Try Fails 
in Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - Terrorists 


tried unsuccessfully to assassi- 
nate South Vietnam's Premier 
Tran Van Huong in a daring 
daylight attack today, touching 
off a gun battle near the U.S. 
Embassy. 


Alert security guards rolled 


the assassination a t t e m p t , 
which Huong's ,chief spokesman 
called 
a "very well-planned 


plot." The 66-year-old premier 
escaped unhurt and was back at 
his desk a few hours later. 


A spokesman for the premier 


said one terrorist and a suspect 
had been arrested. But police at 
the scene said four Viet Cong 
troops wearing the uniforms of 
South Vietnamese rangers and a 
fifth man dressed in civilian 
clothes were captured. Police 
said one of the terrorists was 
slightly wounded In an exchange 
of gunfire. 


There were no reports of any 


other casualties despite the out- 
burst of shooting. 


It was the boldest terrorist at- 


tack in Saigon since the Viet 
Cong launched their spring of- 
fensive Feb. 23. Authorities had 
been on the alert since the cap- 
ture of documents which said 
attempts to assassinate key offi- 
cials would be made as part of 
the offensive. 


Outside Saigon, the enemy 


kept up the offensive by shelling 
about 30 towns and allied bases. 
U.S. headquarters said total 
casualties and damage were 
light.

trollers. 


Afterwards, Mission Control

ported he had an upset stomach 
and had vomited. In the second 
talk, he reported he was feeling 
fine. 


Air Force Col. McDivitt fol- 


lowed Schweickart through the 
tunnel into the LEM, leaving 
Air Force Col. David R. Scott 
alone in the command module, 
which remained hooked nose- 
to-nose with the lunar vehicle. 


McDivitt 
and 
Schweickart 


mounted a television camera in 
the rear of the LEM cabin and 
sent a seven-minute telecast to . 
earth. 


It showed a wide angle view 


of the cabin, with the two pilots 
standing at their control posi- 
tions. 


As if to signal he was all 


right, Schweickart smiled and
